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Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 10/28/03 has been considered. Applicant's arguments 
are deemed to be persuasive-in-part. 
Claims 31-49 are pending. 

The rejections under 112 pertaining to claims 1 , 30 and 49 are withdrawn in view 
of applicant's amendment 

Response to Arguments 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 38 and 48 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The reasons for this rejection are the same as 
those pertaining to claims 9 and 19 on page 3 in paper no. 10, mailed 5/13/02. 

Applicant has not provided any new arguments to this rejection. In fact, applicant 
said that claim 48 was not mentioned in the previous action. Applicant is directed to the 
rejection bridging pages 2-3. 

New Grounds of Rejection 

Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Claims 46 is dependent on itself. This was not the case in the previous 
amendment, claim 46 was dependent on claim 45. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 47 and 49 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 31-37, 39-45 are allowed.
